the case, with the result that there is a fairer change of those actually arriy- 
ing in this country making a success of their venture, . 

Better machinery for the placing of settlers from: the British Isles and | 
assisting them in making a réal start has been created under the arrange | 
ments arrived at between the Canadian and British Governments through } 
the medium of the Overseas Scitlement Committee. There is reasonable | 
hope, therefore, that while there may. be an increase in numbers, there will | 
be a still more striking improvement in the quality of our new settlers and 
in the probabilities of their success in Canada. 

Especially satisfactory is the increased interest being taken both in) 
Great Britain and in Canada in the subject of child migration and settlement | 
in this Dominion. Last year a delegation was appojnted by the British | 
Government, on the request of the Canadian Government, to visit Canada 
and obtain first-hand information on this very important aspect of immigra- | 
tion, which delegation has made aii instructive and constructive report, At

Unquestionably there is much to be said both for and apataik: child im- 
migration, although it is probably much easier to advance objections than it is 
to cite cogent reasons in support of such immigration, but. the conclusions 
‘reached by both the investigating bodies above referred to appear to favor 
such immigration within reasonable limits, providing necessary care is taken 
in the matter of sclection of these young immigrants, and proper supery ision 

* undertaken after their arrival in Canada, first in the matter of. placement: in 
. foster homes or as apprentices, and later that they are protected and assist- 
ed until well established in Canada. 

in support of child immigration there is-the definite conclusion of the 

Pritish delegation that the prospects for these boys and girls in Canada are 
better than they would have been had they remained in the Unitéd Kingdom. 
There is the further, fact that Canada needs population, and that it is the} 
desire of most Canadians that a preponderating number of immigrants should 
be of British birth. Then there is the argument that these children will more | 
easily become adapted to Canadian ways and more readily absorbed into the 
life of the community than would be the case with those more advanced in 
years. 
y . On the'other hand it is urged that as many of these children are “Poor 
Law Children” who have become charges of Boards,.of Guardians through 
poverty or other failure of the home, or who have been committed to indus- 
trial schools for offences, or are orphans or “under-privileged” children 
whose homes are unsatisfactory for one cause or another, they constitute a 
real. menace to Canada as future citizens and the parents of Canadian-born 
children: 

The Tesponsibility for final approval of children to be emigrated to Canada 
rests, however, with the Canadian Government officials in England who have 
it in their power to reject any child recommended for emigration.

Both the British and Canadian investigating bodies are unanimous in 
recommending against the immigration of very young children and they are

ihg their parents. 

It_is likewise the opinion of the Canadian investigating committee that 
after these children reach the age of eightee n, and are then discharged from 
thelr apprenticeship, it is still necessary that some plan of superyision, pro~ 


tection and helpful assistance be provided by the Department of Immigration | mos

THE OTHER SIDE 


URING the closing hours of 

-the debate on the budget 
in the federal house, Premier 
King accused the Conservatives 
Progressives .and Independents. 
of taking up too much time with 
their speeches and by so doin: 
were obstructing the business of 
Parliament and preventing the 
government from carrying on 
its program. By way of fright- 
eing the opposing parties into 
submission the Premier threat- 
ened to ask the Governor-Gener- 
al to dissolve parliament. 

Criticizing this attitude on 
the part of the Premier, in an 
article in the last U. F. A. mag- 
azine, Robt. Gardiner, member 
for this constituency in the com- 
mons, draws attention to the 
fact that Liberal members were 
the greatest offenders in. this 
respect. He says that at the 
time the criticism was made the 
Liberal speeches occupied 843 
columns in Hansard; the Con- 
servatives 634 columns; and the 
Progressives and Independents 
558 columns. The Liberals put 
up 46 speakers, the Conserva- 
tives 26, the Progressives 26 and 
the Independents 7. 

On the oceasion referred to 
above the Premier also intimat- 
ed that the long speeches made 
by the opposition groups was ap 
unnecessary expense on the 
country. In answer to. this Mr. 
Gardiner points out that mem- 
bers. of parliament are paid 2 
sessional indemnity. If the ses- 
sion lasts more than sixty days. 
it costs the country no more, 
whether it is there three or six 
months. The only additional 
expense for a long session is the 

’ seSsional staff and the printing 
of the speeches, 

Continuing his discussion, Mr. 
Gardiner says: , 

“In view of the differences of 
opinion held by the various 
groups on important questions. 
the charge of obstruction should 
not be taken seriously, remem- 
bering as we must the figures 
quoted above. We must look in 
another direction in an endeavor 
to find the real reason for the 
Premier’s petulant outburst. 
The answer ‘may be found in 
connection with legislation that 
has still to be considered by 
Parliament, such as for instance 
equalization of railway rates, 
reimbursing the Home Bank de- 
positors, the alternative vote,
